Equalizers are very 
different from bass and treble controls. 

Bass controls turn up the entire low end, 
making the sound muddy and heavy, but 
with an equalizer, you simply pick the 
control that sounds best to you.

With an equalizer, you can cut tape hiss 
at about 8000hz, but still boost the 
cymbals and overall clarity of sound by 
boosting the 15,000hz control. You can 
also boost or cut specific frequency areas 
to add or subtract vocal, trumpets, etc. 

WE TESTED 

First, we hooked the equalizer up to our 
president’s stereo (about $20,000) and 
experimented with the equalizer and com- 
pared it with several already in the system. 
No difference in quality was heard between 
the SAE, the ADC Sound Shaper and the 
Numark, they are all great units. 

The Numark frequency response is flat 
from 10hz to 30,000hz, so we determined 
that the quality was excellent. 

THE WORST SPEAKER 

The second test. Realizing that not all of 
you may be insane enough to have $20,000 
stereo systems with Altec Lansing Speakers 
we selected an awful set of speakers. While 
they were walnut cased and 3 way, they 
sounded like a cheap AM radio. They had 
12” woofers, a 5“ midrange, (from a por- 
table AM radio | think) and a tweeter that 
appeared not to be connected. Certainly

well below any system you may have. We 
really had to look hard to get a speaker 
system this bad. 
THE RESULTS 

For a scientific test, we used a pink noise 
record and sound pressure meter to see 
what exact improvement we could make. 
First we found that we could forget the 
8000hz and 16,000hz controls on the 
equalizer, they simply didn't have any 
effect because the speaker just didn’t 
reproduce sound at those levels, even with 
the full 12db boost the equalizer can add. 


But wait. When we dropped the mid 
range controls at 500hz, 1000hz and 
2000hz, down the full 12db and raised the 
16,000hz by 10db, suddenly we were able 
to flatten out the sound to about 15000hz. 

Well, we did it. To be honest, the speak- 
ers really didn't sound all that bad. Not 
great, but really quite acceptable...In short, 
even with those rotten speakers, by using 
the equalizer we improved them to about 
the $300 a pair level. Think what you can 
do with your speakers. 

The truth of the matter is that the better 
your speakers, the more you will appre- 
ciate the equalizer. Even my Altec Lansing 
systems, sound better with an equalizer.

Not all tapes are created equal. But 
that’s really no surprise.

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WHY CASSETTES JAM 


Inside the cassette is actually a reel to 
reel tape system, just like an open reel 
tape recorder. The tape is wound and 
unwound on two plastic hubs, (reels 
without sides), inside of the cassette. 

Since the hubs have no sides, an in- 
ternal guidance system must make the 
cassette tape wind perfectly straight, 
one layer over the last. Unfortunately, 
many factors combine to make the tape 
try to scatter wind, (each layer not wind- 
ing on the last, but offsetting from side 
to side), thereby increasing the overall 
width of the roll of tape inside the cas- 
sette. 

Consider that cassette tape is .150” 
wide. If one layer offsets to the right 
just a few hundredths of an inch and

another to the left, the overall width of 
the hub of cassette tape will increase 
because some of the layers are not cen- 
tered, and they extend past the right and 
left sides. 

The clearance between the .150” pack 
or roll of tape and the walls of the cas- 
sette housing is extremely small. Only 
about .02’’, so any increase in the over- 
all width of the tape pack will tend to 
cause friction, edge damage, and make 
the cassette harder to turn. 

Many causes of scatter winding have 
been identified. Each time you stop a 
cassette and restart it, the tape tends to 
scatter at that point. While driving, every 
bump can cause a scatter, and fast for- 
warding and rewinding tend to cause 
continuous scatter winding. A few more 
contributing causes are too tight take up 
tension on your recorder, and edge dam- 
age to the tape caused by dirty or mis- 
aligned guides. 


THE CURE 


In the last few years, many manufac- 
turers have realized this weakness in the 
cassette and have developed various 
methods of keeping the tape winding 
smoothly. 

DAK was an early leader in develop- 
ing spring tension liners that carefully 
guide each layer of tape onto the pre- 
ceeding layer to eliminate scatter wind- 
ing. No less prestigious companies than 
3M and TDK have also followed suit with 
their own liner versions. BASF has de- 
veloped a special moving guide to ac- 
complish the same purpose. 

High speed duplication was really the 
area that first attracted the most atten- 
tion to tape jamming. A single customer, 
using cassettes for high speed duplica- 
tion could subject thousands of cas-

use the good channel to check the bad 
channel. First check all of the audio 
cables to see if any are loose. You may 
be lucky and have solved your problem. 

IMPORTANT: Always turn off your 
stereo before changing any wires or 
cables. 

Now for isolating the problem. Start 
with the output cables at the cassette 
deck. Substitute the right cable for the 
left, and the left for the right. (IN other 
words, swap them). Now turn the system 
on and start the tape. If the right chan- 
nel, or same channel still doesn’t work, 
you know that your tape deck is OK. 

You know it is OK because you 
swapped output cables and now you are 
listening to the right channel of the tape 
deck, the one that you couldn’t hear be- 
fore through the left side of the system, 
or the same side of the system that had 
worked all the time. 

You can use this same technique to 
test tuners, turntables and every compo- 
nent in your system. Now you know that 
your tape deck is OK. Swap the cables 
back to their criginal positions and swap 
the other ends of the same cables. If the 
cables are your problem, the bad chan- 
nel will now move to the other side. 

If you have junction boxes, equalizers 
or reverbs, just continue swapping cords 
until you reach your preamp or receiver. 
If you have a preamp, don’t forget to 
swap the cords to the amplifier. If you 
have gotten this far and still have the 
same channel out, swap the speaker 
leads, first at the amplifier or receiver, 
and then at the speakers.

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CALENDERING 


Results yes, glamour no! Calendering 
is quite possibly the single most im- 
portant breakthrough in the manufactur- 
ing of cassettes. 

In one dynamic process, the surface 
is smoothed, head wear is virtually elim- 
inated and a bigger improvement in high 
frequency response is accomplished 
than by the most esoteric “NEW” oxide 
or metal formulation. Even more surpris- 
ing, there is not one disadvantage to 
calendered tape. 

What is calendering, where did it 
come from and why does it do you so 
much good? When tape is made, it is 
manufactured in master rolls, we in the 
industry call webs. Each web is 12 or 
25 inches wide and up to 20,000 ft. long. 

First the oxide formulation is coated 
(painted) onto a polyester backing and 
then the tape is calendered before it is 
slit into many separate strands, the cor- 
rect width for cassettes. 

The calendering process consists of 
heating the tape to make it soft, and 
then compressing the tape between a 
series of highly polished rollers under 
many thousands of pounds of pressure. 
When tape is first coated it looks 
smooth, but under the microscope, you 
can see millions of microscopic peaks 
and valleys. Calendering virtually pushes 
the peaks into the valleys creating a sur- 
face many times smoother than the 
Original. 


An earlier technique, called burnish- 
ing consisted of a fast spinning wheel 
that actually cut off the peaks, but that 


meant losing some of the magnetic ma- 
terial, so you ended up with less ability 
to record, and the surface was not as 
smooth as with calendering. 

The results of calendering are both 
impressive and really quite logical. By 
compressing the peaks, there are no 
sharp peaks to wear the tape heads, and 
there are no sharp peaks to break off 
and cause oxide rub off. 

One of the first rules of tape recording 
is to have clean tape heads. There is a 
very good reason for this rule. Any dirt 
on the surface of the tape head, tends 
to keep the tape from making intimate 
contact with the tape head, so you lose 
high frequency response. 

High frequencies are very difficult to 
record because they are both very del- 
icate and very short. They do not travel 
through the air. If there is dirt on the 
tape head, only the dirt actually receives 
the high frequency signals because the 
tape is held too far away. 

Uncalendered tape presents the tape 
head with the same problem as if it 
were dirty. The ragged peaks on uncal- 
endered tape keep the real surface from 
being close enough to receive the high 
frequencies. The delicate high fre- 
quency signals are lost in the space 
between peaks. 

Calendering is truly the backbone of 
all high quality music recording. It is 
truly the unsung hero of our industry. 


DO YOU KNOW 
WHAT WE MEAN? 


The president of DAK just bought a 
language translator computer. You sim- 
ply type out a word or phrase in English, 
and push the translate button and out 
pops the word or phrase in Spanish, 
German or French.

High Speed duplication—A system 
for copying material onto cassettes at 
extremely fast speeds.

High speed duplication is ex- 
tremely hard on cassettes because of 
the very fast speed — about 8 times 
normal, and the excessive tension they 
are put under.

HI Fl REPAIR CONTINUED 
from the good to the bad channel the 
component on which the last swap was 
made is the villain. 

If you are lucky, you’ve found a bad 
cable or speaker wire, if not, let’s look 
at somethings that you should do now, 
and what you should have done before. 


GENERAL TIPS 


A number of easy things can be done 
to keep your stereo sounding good and 
out of the repair shop. 

Switches and controls are really noth- 
ing more than two pieces of metal that 
touch each other when they are on, and 
don’t when they are off. Over time, cor- 
rosion builds up in switches and you 
can lose one or both channels. 

At least once a month switch every 
switch on every piece of equipment five 
or six times. This tends to scour the 
surfaces and keep them working. Vol- 
ume, level and tone controls where you 
increase the signal by sliding or rotating 
are especially subject to build-up of cor- 
rosion and carbon at the position where 
you normally leave the control set. 

Most of us preset most controls at a 
standard level and then use only the 
master volume control. If you do not 
occasionally rotate every control to its 
maximum you will eventually get static, 
and even loss of signal especially at the 
position where you normally want to 
leave the control. 

You may want to spray a control with 
special cleaner if it is noisy, but the 
rotation method is the best insurance 
against the problem. Note: always have 
your system off when exercising switch- 
es and controls. 

Take special care with tape monitor 
switches. They seem to be especially 
susceptible to build up of corrosion. 

Phono cartridges are another partic- 
ularly troublesome area. Try this test. 
Start your turntable, lift the tonearm off 
the record, and turn up the volume. In 
75% of stereos you will hear a bother- 
some hum. 

If you don’t already have a gro ind 
wire running from the turntable to che 
receiver of preamp, use a piece cf 
speaker wire and attach it by screwing 
it tightly to each unit. Any screw on the 
chassis will do. Then try the same test 
again. It should be better. Even if you 
haven’t noticed the hum at normal levels, 
it is there just waiting to ruin your re- 
cordings. 


If you have a plug in cartridge, that is 
if it is removable, be sure to clean the 
contacts very gently on both the arm 
and the removable portion. Usually they 
will look like smooth pieces of copper. 
If you rub them with a normal pencil 
eraser, you will see the eraser turn 
black where you rub. This is corrosion 
you are removing and it affects fre- 
quency and hum.

CLEAN YOUR TAPE RECORDER 


Tape recorder cleaning. We can all 
be a little lazy when we play back our 
tapes, but whenever you make a record- 
ing, be sure to clean the tape heads, 
the guides and be sure to get the corners 
of the guides, the capstan, and the rub- 
ber roller. If you miss the guides the 
tape will not track well and you can say 
good-by forever to the high end of the 
particular recording that you make with 
dirty guides. 

Beware. There are often circuit break- 
ers and fuses that you don’t even know 
exist. Many amplifiers have them across 
each speaker output and many tape 
recorders have them in their control cir- 
cuits, so be sure to consult your man- 
uals. If you replace a fuse and it blows 
again, go directly to your local service 
center; you need help. 

Heat is your enemy. Never put a turn- 
table or tape recorder on anything that 
gets hot, like a TV or amplifier. The heat 
will drastically shorten the lives of belts 
and idlers, so be careful. 


THE FINAL WORD 


This article is similar to the old sci- 
ence fiction movies that end with “this 
is the beginning”. 

We have only touched on a few of the 
more important things that you can do 
to save time, money, and hassel, and 
keep your stereo in good shape. 

In future articles we will discuss what 
to do if your system does not operate 
at all. It is absolutely amazing how many 
maids unplug HI FI systems so they can 
vacuum, or how many times a piece of 
equipment comes into the shop with a 
tape monitor switch turned to monitor. 

It seems the two biggest problems 
with FM tuners, turn out to be the an- 
tenna on the roof that either has turned 
in the wind, or the corrosion on the wires 
at the receiver that are not making good 
contact for the aerial. 

Remember, corrosion does not have 
to be rust. It may just be a darkening 
on the copper that stops or hampers 
the signal. 


Good luck with your system, DAK 
hopes this article has been helpful and 
that future articles will help you make 
the most out of your stereo.

settes to extremely rough handling in 
just a matter of hours or days. 

To study the problem, DAK installed 
a Telex high speed duplication system 
capable of duplicating over 10,000 cas- 
settes per week and set out to design the 
perfect duplication cassette. 

For the purpose of explanation, let us 
use the DAK system as an example of 
how jamming was prevented. 

The DAK ribbed tension liners pic- 
tured on page 3, provide gentle spring 
tension to both sides of the cassette tape 
as it winds from hub to hub. Each of 
the carefully located ribs, acts like a tiny 
finger gently but firmly guiding each 
layer of tape from both edges exactly 
onto the layer that preceeded it, with 
no chance for any scatter winding. 

TDK, 3M, and BASF all accomplish 
basically the same purpose with their 
systems. Regardless of the cassette that 
you purchase, you should check for 
some type of internal tape guidance 
system. 


BIAS AND YOU 


Normal bias, hi bias .. . What is bias? 
Bias may be compared to power steering 
in your car. Power steering helps you 
steer your car with less effort, and bias 
current helps you record delicate audio 
frequency signals on the tape. 

We must look at bias in two ways. 
First as it affects a car if it is increased 
so as to make it easier to steer, or de- 
creased, making it harder to steer. Sec- 
ond we must look at bias and consider 
how much is required for different cars. 
Consider how much less power steering 
would be required to help steer a light 
Corvette, than a heavy Cadillac. 

Bias is a high frequency signal, usual- 
ly five times higher than the highest fre- 
quency that you want to record. Bias 
in tape recorders today is about 


100,000cps. By increasing or decreasing 
the strength of the bias signal we can 
control the amount of high frequencies 
recorded on the tape. 

For any given cassette, increasing 
the bias will make the highs stronger 
and decreasing the bias will make them 
weaker. There is an upper limit to the 
amount bias may be increased, dis- 
tortion will appear, and signal will be 
lost. 

Basically optimum bias for any cas- 
sette is when the flattest frequency re- 
sponse is achieved, but such things as 
equalization and signal to noise also 
must be figured in. 

Normal bias and high bias tapes differ 
in the difficulty in which they can be 
magnetized. A normal bias cassette 
takes about half the bias current of a 
high bias cassette. It is thought by many 
that a high bias cassette can better han- 
dle the high frequencies, but it is also 
thought by many that a normal bias tape 
has a better middle and low end.

The Record Stops Here 


lf your cartridge is one to three years old, you probably need a new one. 


Here’s why, plus a look at a great new cartridge. 


It's the elastomer. Even if you never 
play a single record, the rubber like sub- 
Stance that holds the stylus cantilever 
tube gets tough. You get less accurate 
movement and therefore a significant loss 
in sound quality. 

In hot smoggy weather or very humid 
weather the process is accelerated. It’s a 
gradual process, so you might not notice 
it at first. 

But if you have ever replaced a car- 
tridge with an exact replacement, you've 
heard the improvement in sound. It’s 
probably the new elastomer and not the 
new stylus that made the difference. 

If you just replace the stylus and keep 
the old cartridge you get just about the 
same benefit. But, usually you can buy a 
whole new cartridge for less than the cost 
of a replacement stylus. 

The cartridge is the entry point for 
most music into your stereo system. It 
makes good sense to keep a fresh accurate 
cartridge in your turntable. 

HOW A CARTRIDGE WORKS 
(all you ever wanted to know and maybe more) 

The grooves on a record have peaks 
and valleys representing sound waves. A 
10,000 cycle tone would have 10,000 
peaks and valleys within one second’s 
rotation of the record. Obviously a car- 
tridge must be very sensitive and accurate 
to pick up these minute movements. 

The diamond needle rides in the 
groove and the more accurately it follows 
the movements the better the sound will 
be. The diamond is mounted on a tube 
called a cantilever. 

It works just like a teeter-totter. The 
record causes the diamond to move in 
relation to the peaks and valleys. There 
is a center or pivot point (where the elas- 
tomer is) that holds the cantilever tube 


in place. 

At the other end of the tube are tiny 
magnets that move exactly as the stylus 
does. After all, they are attached to the 
same tube. It is here that the mechanical 
movement caused by the record is trans- 
lated into electrical energy. 

The magnets are surrounded by coils 
of wire. The magnets do not touch the 
coils but rather float within the coils. 

It is a basic law of physics that a mag- 
net moving in and out of a coil of wire 
will cause an electric current to flow. The 
electrical generating plants that provide 
electricity to your home use this same 
principle. And, so do phono cartridges. 

The 10,000 cycle tone we used earlier 
as an example, will cause the magnets to 
move in and out of the coil 10,000 times. 
This will cause 10,000 pulses of electri- 
city to be generated and run down the 
wires to your amplifier. You'll then hear 
a 10,000 cycle tone.
